“* BALANCE-OF-TRADE” NONSENSE. 

"the most incurable delusion of the Protection- 
ints is the assumption that, whenever a country 
imports more than it exports, it creates a ‘‘ bal- 
ance of trade” agmnst itself, which is s dead 
loss ; and that the remedy for this loss is to be 
founa in measures for prohibiting importation. 
The argument is that if the United States ex- 
port $400,000,000 worth of products and im- 
port $600,000,000, they are $200,000,000 out of 
pocket by the’ operation. There have been vol- 
umes written to prove and maintain this ab- 
surdity, and there are thousands of intelligent 
people who honestly believe it. We have seen 
the statement made by the highest official au- 
thority in the United States that the amount 
paid for freights to veseels owned by foreigners 
is that much money thrown into the sea. On 
@ par with this statement was the general result 
reached at a meoting held in St. Louis 
last week to consider the expediency of estab- 
lishing cattle-yards on the Missouri side of the 
river. The conclusion reached was that the herd- 
ing and feeding of cattle on the Iilinois side of 
the river represented so mmch money lost by the 
people of Missouri and gained by the foreigners 
living in Illinois. It was claimed that St, Louis 
could never prosper so long as the “‘ balance of 
trade” was in favorof East St. Louis. 

It is true that, as e general thing, we import 
more from foreign States than we axport, bat it 
does not follow that we are poorer t the extent 
of the difference, or to any extent, by the opera- 
tion. The more foreign goods we aan, get for the 
articles we export, the greater is our gain by the 
exchange. If for $100 worth of wheat we can 
get foreign goods worth $125, the “balance of 
trade” is $25 against us, but we make $25 by 
the operation. 

The balance of trade, as a general rule, meas- 
ures the profit accruing to the camnitry against 
which the balance i stands. The goods 
we import are worth to is what tly cost us de- 
livered at our door ; otherwise we would not im- 
port thim, If we receive foreign goods worth 
$500,000,000, and semd out in exchange goods 
that are worth only $400,000,000, we make by 
the exchange the difference in the two values,

trade” of $100,000,000 against us. The extent 
of this balance of trade shows our profit in the 
exchange. The country is indeed unfortunate 
which exports, for instance, $500,000,000, and 
receives in return $250,000,000) The great com- 
mercial prosperity of England is due to the fact 
that there is a large “ Dalance of trade” against 
her. Here are the facts showing, by periods,

If these aggressive reformers had not carried 
their purposes to the limith of « destructive 
fanaticiem, which made them blind to the 
fact that there are certain inalienable 
righte guaranteed by law, they would 
have foreseen this rock in their path, 
and known that, sooner or later, they 
would be brought up with a round turn for in- 
vasion of private mghts. No person, not even a 
praying and singing woman, has the right to 
interfere with or obstruct a legitimate business, 
to bring odium upon a person’s good name, or 
to disturb his peace, These are universally 
recognized and inalienable rights, and the very 
groundwork upon which society rests. Without 
such guaranty,.2o one is secure in person or 
property. If these women havea right to ob- 
struct a druggist’s business with singing and 
praying, and to bring his name into disrepute 
because he does not deem it proper to conform 
to their ideas of what is right, then they have 
the right te blockade stores where tobacco 
is gold, if they deem smoking to be 
wrong; to besiege and break up «6 
ball, om the ground that dancing 
is wrong ; to enter private premises and stop a 
social game of whist, assuming that cards are an 
invention of the devil. There is no limit, in 
fact, to the aggression upon private rights which 
would be possible in such a contingehey. Judge 
Safford, of Hillsboro, m his interview with the 
correspondent of the Ciacinnat&i Commercial, 
stated the plain facts in the case when he said 
that these women had no more right to pray in 
front of a man’s house than they had to file « 
saw or grind 4 hand-organ, and thas if Dr. 
Dunne objected to the use of his name, which 
was his own property, in such a manner as to 
bring odium upon himself or his family, then any 
Court would grant an injunction against 
it. There is no clearer principle in law. Even 
the street-preacher who beccmes noisy and dis- 
turbe the public peace is obliged to quit his 
harangue. The beer-saloon which becomes so 
noisy as to disturba church, or even private 
citizens, is shut up by the law. The noisy rev- 
eler upon the streets and the organ-grinder on 
the corner, if they disturb apy one’s quiet, are 
incontinently suppressed. In this temperance 
crusade, the case is still more aggravated. 
These fanatical women are not disturbing public 
peace, but they are interfering with business 
recognized by the law, and are clearly amenable 
to the law. 

We have no disposition to deprecate the cause 
in which they are engaged, nor to deny that in- 
temperance is a crowning evil. The error which 
they have committed lies in the manner of their 
opposition and the crazy excesses of their opera- 
tions, into which they heve been urged by men 
who ought to know better, and who, without the 
courage to assail the evil in person, seek to do it 
by placing the women in the front, whose sex 
guarantees them from violence. The istter have 
been treated with universal courtesy and urbauni- 
ty by those whose rights were thus summarily 
invaded, but at last forbearance has ceased to 
be a virtue, and the victims are calling upon the 


law to protect them, which the law is bound 


to do.

The imprisonment of Archbishop Ledochowski 
by the German Government, in accordance with 
the sentence of a German Oourt, as announced 
in the cable dispatches, teils us how violent is 
the conflict between the new Empire and the oid 
Church, Until reminded of it by some stich act, 
we are apt to think of it as little more than « 
harmless skirmish of words between priests and 
princes. Still the battle is an earnest one; 
much more so than we on this side of the Atlan- 
tic can realize. We live the modern hfe. The 
fresh blood of the world courses through our 
young institutions. The New lives in our bills 
of right, in our National and State Consti- 
tutions. It is incorporated in‘ our press, 
in our literature, in our laws. We are 
tied to the middle ages by mo traditions, by no 
principle, by no prejudice. Weare as venture- 
some, in the domain of politics, of morals, of 
law, and of religion, as of commerce. We take 


. our chanees wherever the probability of improve- 


ment is great, give up the old and abide by the 
consequences. There are, it 1 true, minor 
forces at work all over the’country in an oppo- 
site direction to this, but modern ideas are here 
in the ascendency. Older forms’ or creeds, 
though respected and protected, have here no 
prescriptive rights. It is not so in Europe, 
There the old combats with the néW, the middle 


State. That Oburch, which has done so much 
for civilization, which struggled with the Van- 
dal and the Goth, now combats the modern 
State, which would disregard what it claims to 
be its inalienable rights with as much vigor as 
it once did the barbariaus who overran the Ro- 
man Empire. This conflict between the modern 
Btate and the Church is raging all over Europe, 
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in the free State,”—-and claims the right to leg- 
isiate for the Church as it doos—and almost to 
the extent that it does—-for its army. Germany 
allegiance to the Catholic Church,—a little tore 
er or not Bismarck hasacted the part of a wise 
statesman in going to the length he has in his 
interference with the Church, the ffiture will 
decide; but whether he has or not, he has gone 
too far to withdraw from the contest now. The 
battle has developed itself to such an extent 
that compromise is impossible, and retreat or 
truce would be defeat. 
The future course of this politico-ecclesiasti- 
cal has been already prognosticated. 
Germany has done points to what she will 


do. The future can only be the continuation of 


the past. The Catholic Bishops of Germany will 
not accept the conditions on which alone the 
Government will permit them to hold their 
seats. One of the most influential papers 
of the Empire began the new year by prophesy- 
ing that before long every Bishop in Pruasia, at 
least, and probably in other parts of Germany, 
will have been deposed by the Imperial Govern- 
ment; that the Government will find it difficult 
to obtain any one to fill the vacant places on the 
terms it insists upon ; that the removal will not 
end with the Bishops; that it will extend to the 
pastors of churches, to ordinary priests. The 
services of the Church will cease here and there, 
and of course the churches remain practically 
closed. Should this condition of affairs con- 
tinue, candidates for orders, says our suthority, 
will become rarer; the action of the Church be 
felt less and less. This, it is granted, cannot 
last always; but it is only a question which shall 
yield first—the Church or the Imperial Govern- 
ment. We need only add that the paper from 
which we take this forecast of the future is 
friendly to and supports the Government of the 
Empire. Germany expects that Switzerland and 
Italy, at least, will follow its policy towards the 
Uhurch. Of Ausiria it has some doubt. 

Looking across the border, however, the Empire 
sees a cause of disquiet—France moving in an 
opposite direction, French honor smarting under 
the shame of recent defeat, French Catholicism 
reinforcing French patriotism. France now has 
a double grudge against Germany; for France 
has always been the great champion of the 
Church, and is as much so to-day, if not more so, 
than ever before. Bismarck's policy towards it 
is not caloulgted to make the great body of the 
French people love Germany any the better, and 
the future conflict between Germany and France, 
which is only a question of time, will find French 
arms nerved as well by the memory of Sedan as 
by that of the Germans’ treatment of Mother 
Church. In the Franco-Prussian war, the Cath- 
olic troops of the Catholic Kingdom of Bavaria 
fought desperately and bravely against Catholic 
France. ‘The late electionsin the Kingdom show 
an Ultramontane gain ; and it may be a serious 
question for the Empire whether its course 
towards the Church may not alienate the hearts 
of the greater portion of the Bavarian people. 

It would seem that Germany fears such a con- 
tingency not only for the Bavarians, but for 
many others of her people aswell. Whether 
she would ever have begun the strife now going 
on; whether she would have thought it politic 
to begin it had she foreseen its development 
’ and its consequences, we may be permitted to 
doubt. But having begun it, having carried it 
thus far, she discovers that she has more to lose 
now by retracing her steps or standing still than 
by advancing. The one would be certain, the 
other is only possible, defeat. 

THE ASHANTEE WAB. 

Tbe foreign dispatches, for several weeks past 
have been burdened with accounts of the prog- 
ress of the English war against the Ashantees, 
but have not, up to this date, indicated what the 


ser’s Magazine, however, supplies the deficiency. 
lt appears that the English and the Datch swap- 
ped some property in Africa which neither of 
them owned, and which ought to consign both 
nations to the penitentiary. The Fantees hap- 
pened to be on the territory which the Dutch 
gaveto the English, and, being there, they 
were swapped for another set of ne- 
groes slong with the land In the 
swapping process, Atjiempoa, King of the 
Fantees, lost his Fetish stool, without which his 
temporal and spiritual power was null and void. 
He didn’t object to being swapped for Ton- 
yanzembe, or whoever is King of the Dutch ne- 
groes, but he did object to the loss af his stool, 
and so he commenced asearch for it. While 
searching for it he got into the territory of the 
Ashantees, and they at once drove him out and 
invaded his territory, whereupon the English 
interfered, and are now punishing the Asban- 
tees. Having got by barter one piece of prop- 
erty which does not belong to them, they now 
propose to get anothtr by arms. The injustice 
of the whole proceeding is apparent at a glance. 
It ought to be submitted to arbitration at once : 
First, whether the English shall not provide the 
King of the Fantees with a first-class Fetish 
stool ; and second, whether the stolen territory 
shall not be given back to its proper owners. It 
is pretty small business for s grown-up nation 
this stealing from African fledglings ; and, if 
there are two other tribes of Hot‘emtots in 
Southern Africa capable of arbitrating, the job 
should be intrusted to them,—first, to ascertain 
the value of the stolen property, and second, to 
fix the punistiment for stealing from a darkey.
